There is something of an increasing de- 
mand for Shorthorn cows, to be used as 
breeders in crossing with Hereford blood, 
for the raising of fancy steers. A cross of 
these two bloods is admitted to make a 
better steer for feeding than either blood 
bred pure. 

If any one questions the merit of the Jer- 
sey stock of the Maine register, they should 
have looked upon the herds at the Sagada- 
hoc Fair, shown by J. B. Read, Bowdoin- 
ham, and the Adams Farm, Brunswick. 
Better herds for business are hard to find. 
The young stuff was especially promising. 


Many farmers in this State are buying 
Canada ashes for application to their land. 
These should be purchased on a guarantee 
of contents. Without it the way is clear 
for deception and cheat. When a farmer 
pays his money for fertilizing material, he 
ought to know that he is furnished with 
what he buys. 


Don’t disfigure the lawn with a coat of 
coarse barn manure. Instead, make an 
application of dry, hard wood ashes, that 
will at the first rainfall, however slight, 
fall down in and among the spires of grass, 
forever out of sight. The application will 
be easier, the cost less, while the effect will 
be equally productive of a thick, green 
turf, and without the unsightly covering of 
the stable manure. 


A correspondent of the Jersey Bulletin, 
in reporting an interview with Judge 
Valancey E. Fuller, than whom there is no 
one better informed on Jersey breeding and 
Jersey families, states that Mr. Falier is s 
believer in *‘nicks” in breeding. Can it be 
that the long laid down law of breeding, 
that like produces like, must be set at 
naught, and that blood no longer tells 
unless it happens to “nick” in the case of 
the couple paired? It may be so, for in the 
actual results of mating there is much that 
goes toward sustaining that theory. ‘The 
laws of breeding are not yet very plainly 
written out. 


The Turner Centre Creamery has adopted 
the Babcock Test as a method of apportion- 
ing the butter among its patrons. Each 
man’s cream, after being thoroughly stirred 
and evenly mingled, is sampled and 
measured by the collector. These samples 
are taken to the factory, tested for their 
contents of butter fat, and the dues to each 
patron apportioned according to the per 
cent. of fat found in the cream. There is 
no question but this method is nearer 
equity than the former one of measure- 
ment. With the work properly done, the 
only chance left for error is the question 
whether the churn and the Babcock hold 
the same ratio to each other with each in- 
dividual lot of cream. 


The Fair Season Over. 





























The annual cattle shows and fairs are 
now over for the season, and their record 
is written for another year. Without a 
single marked exception in our State they 
have been highly successful in the charac- 
ter and extent of their exhibits, and also 
in the attendance of the public. ‘There has 
been little interruption on account of 
storms, and really nothing of a damaging 
nature to seriously interfere with carrying 
on their full measure of exercises as laid 
out by the officers. As a result the re- 
ceipts have been ample to meet all ex- 
penditures, and, with most societies, to 
leave a surplus in the treasury for future 
use, or to cancel any small indebtedness 
that may have laid against the society. It 
is, however, an important fact that buta 
very few of our county societies have any 
liabilities whatever standing against them. 
and in case of those few, fortunately, it is 
so small as in no respect to interfere with 
their success or usefulness. 

But while the receipts of a fair must of a 
necessity stand first in importance in con- 
sideration of a measure of success, yei 
this should by no means absorb all or the 
chief attention of their management. The 
State appropriates money and societies are 
organized, or ought to be, to the end that 
these exhibitions and other efforts of the 
society shall encourage, promote and build 
up the agricultural and general industria) 
standard of the people among whom the 
work is carried on. Hence the question of 
their proper and best management is always 
an open one. Agricultural fairs should be 
educational, or they have no right to exist. 
Hence the problem always is how to make 
them educational to the greatest possible 
extent practicable. Of course there must 
be enough that is attractive in order to 
draw the people together. The extent to 
which educational attractions, or attrac- 
tions that are chiefly educational in their 
tendency, may be depended upon as draw- 
ing features has never yet been determined, 
nor is it likely to at present be put to a very 
close test. But right here is the point that 
needs the most deliberate consideration of 
fair managers. There is still not a little 
connected with these annual gatherings 
that is not of a high order, and from which 
no one gets or feels a large measure of 
credit. Are these so-called attractions 
necessary to the success of the fairs? Are 
the educational and instructive features 
made prominent to the extent of their at- 
tractive influence? In short, what may be 
set down as making a fair successful? Is 
it money? is it attendance? is it amuse- 
ment? is it attractions? or is it instruction? 


Notes on Fruit, 


Does the McIntosh Red apple drop badly 
from the tree before fully perfected? Two 
years ago iast spring we set scions in some 
large trees. They have grown rapidly and 
strong, and this year were well loaded with 
fruit. Toour disappointment they began 
to drop freely before nearly grown, and 
the first of October, the usual picking time 
for winter fruit, there were but a few scat- 
tering specimens left on the tree. Is this 
a characteristic of the variety? If so, it is 
enough to condemn it for an apple to rely 
upon, The fruitisof high quality to eat 
from the hand, is a deep red in color all 
over, good size, smooth and fair, while the 
tree is hardy anda good bearer. We do 
not wish to discard so good an apple with- 
out sufficient cause, and we would like 
wider information in regard to its dropping. 
Will growers report? 

At the fruit exhibition of the Turner 
Grange there was an opportunity to consult 
with many fruit growers from that and 
the adjoining towns. ‘‘The Wealthy,” says 
Mr. V. P. DeCoster of Buckfield, a gentle- 
man who is giving much careful attention 
to fruit growing, and with marked success, 
“I do not want, andam not going to graft 
my trees allover. Itis in no respect a first 
class apple, and I do not want it. The 
Baldwin and the Greening are the apples 
for me.” 

The King is nota favorite in the fruit 
section above named. While it is of high 
quality, and sells well inthe market, yet 
Mr. R. D. Leavitt of Turner says it is not 
reliable as a bearer, and in no case counts 
up the barrels of fruit like the Baldwin, 
nor will it make the grower so much 
money. And in fact, he continues, what 
do we want so many different kinds for? 
The less varieties a man bas the better it is 
for him. 

The Northern Spy is giving a good ac- 
count of itself this year. The warm and 
late autumn has ripened it up to a full per- 
fection, and it is yielding Heavily of large 
and fine fruit. Solon Chase, who drove 
“Them Steers” into notoriety a few years 
ago, says it took him twenty-five years to 
learn that the Northern Spy was the apple 
for him to raise with profit. It takes any 
one half that time to find out that it will 
bear atall, but once in bearing, and with 
high cultivation, it will make a good record. 
This variety needs to be forced, or there 
will be much inferior fruit. But the tree is 
hardy and long lived, and will bear the 
forcing and will pay for it, too. 

A neighbor, in planting out his first or- 
chard, thought to take advantage of the 
latest offerings, as presumably the best, and 
bought largely of the untried varieties. In 
his list was the Walbridge. The trees are 





Were loaded with fruit, but so inferior in 
size and quality that they are not worth the 
Picking, and still lay in the orchard to 
Waste. So much for the foolishness of 
Planting the unknown. Is it not time for 
People to learn the lesson ? 
What kinds shall I plant? The kinds 
“at others round about you and on similar 
aan making 0 succes with. There is 
making « mistake if intelligent 
forethought is exercised. ‘There is enough 
"ow known about varieties, their habits, 
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characteristics and merits, so that no one 
need plant ignorantly. Itis well for him 
who likes it to experiment with the new 
and unknown, but it may just as well be on 
a small scale, for it is costly business. 

Did any one ever eat a really good 
Buerre de Anjou pear? Ever since the 
variety was brought to public notice, we 
have been seeking and testing in all parts 
of New England, and have yet to find the 
pear of this variety that has given any sat- 
isfaction in eating from the hand. Mr. 
DeCoster showed some fine samples of this 
variety at the exhibition referred to above. 
“IT am going to graft my Anjous all over,” 
said he, ‘they are not good enough. The 
tree is all right; they bear well, but the 
pear is not fit to eat.” This is rank testi- 
mony, but it came from one who is a good 
jadge of fruit. What have others to say 
about it? 

“I can make more money out of the 
Clapp's Favorite pear at seventy-five cents 
a bushel at the canning factory,” said Mr. 
L. H. Biossom, one of Turner’s most noted 
fruit growers, ‘than with acy other kind, 
at whatever price they may bring.” And 
heis not wide of the fact. It isa large 
spreading tree, bears every year, and per- 
fects every pear. It stands No. 1 on the 
list for Maine. 

Spraying trees for the destruction of in- 
sects was practiced quite widely the last 
summer, and so faras we can learn with 
general satisfaction on the part of the 
grower, of the efficacy of the treatment. 
For the preveution of fungi we find the 


may be from the fact that itis not so easy 
to compere results in this as in the case of 
insects. In fact there bas been less of the 
appearance of fungi on fruit the past year 
than has been the case in some previous 
years. 

Insects bave been less prevalent with 
fruit than was the case last year. It is 
generally expected that the Codlin moth 
will increase each consecutive year of bear- 
ing till there comes a dearth of fruit, when 
he is reduced in numbers for the want of 
propogating ground. But we have had 
three bearing years in succession, and with 
not so much wormy fruit this year as a 
year ago. 

Neither has the apple maggot been as 
prevalent this year as for several years 
past. In our own orchards, varieties that 
have been totally destroyed for two years 
past, have this year shown but little of its 
presence. It may be after all that this in- 
sect is not going continuously to do its 
work. 


Crowning the Harvest. 








Turner Grange celebrated the crowuing 
harvest of the year at their hail, 
by an exhibition of samples of fruit, 
flowers, corn, grain and vegetables, and 
articles of needle, fancy work and art 
executed during the year. Tables were 
spread in their large hall, on which the 
articles and products were attractively dis- 
played, and made a picture which might 
well gladden the heart of any good granger, 
and certainly in which every one contribut- 
ing might well take pride. 

Over two hundred plates of fruit graced 
the tables, showing in its full perfection of 
color and ripeness. ‘The largest collections 
were by V. P. DeCoster, Buckfield, L. H. 
Blossom, G. W. Blossom, Turner, Chas. 
Pike, Livermore, and the prizes were 
awarded in the order named. Many of the 
specimens were wonderfully large avd fiae. 
V. P. DeCoster showed fine Seckle and 
Buerre de Anjou pears, Hiram Conant and 
J. O. Palmer showed Sheldons, 8. Timber- 
lake, the Bonne de Jersey, L. H. Blossom, 
the Souvenir de Congress. ‘here were also 
several samples of well ripened grapes. 
The committee on fruit closed their report 
as follows: ‘Your committee find in the 
display some plates of exceedingly fine 
specimens, among which may be mentioned 
a plate of monstrous Presidents, by Bro. 
J. B. Walker, R. 1. Greenings, by V. P. 
DeCoster and David Thomas, and Sheldon 
pears, by Bro. Hiram Conant. The display 
of apples as a whole is a very fine one, and 
is quite in contrast with the immature, half 
grown specimens displayed at the State 
Fair.” 

The committee on flowers reported as fol- 
lows: ‘There are two collections of pot 
plants—one by Sister Walker, consisting of 
two red peppers, a water hyacinth, a parrot 
feather’s, running asparagus, and leopard 
begonia. Sister John Jones has a collec- 
tion consisting of a California thread palm, 
black nubian and cluster peppers, cigar 
plant, and two foliage beets. Sister Annie 
True showed begonias. Sister Cyrus 
Leavitt showed bouquets of verbenas, nas- 
turtiums, and two of mixed flowers. Sis- 
ters Jennie Gilbert, Annie True, Clara 
Jones, Laura Beals, Osgood, and others, 
showed beautiful bouquets.” 

Henry Johnson, in addition to a large 
collection of apples, showed fine sheayee of 
grain put ap in nice order, and a large 
variety of vegetables and trace Dutton corn. 
A dozen traces of well ripened yellow corn 
(most of the members grow sweet corn for 
canning) added its golden wealth to the 
show, along side of specimens of all the 
new varieties of potatoes that have proved 
of value as croppers. The display gave 
full evidence that the members of Turner 
Grange are right up to date in quality and 
kind with all the products of the farm, the 
garden and the orchard. 

The forenoon was spent in the examina- 
tion of the specimens on exhibition. One 
hundred and thirty 8 were p t 
Among the business transacted, five new 
members were voted in and eight applica- 
tions received. 


Vermont Dairy School. 


The second session of the Dairy School 
of the Vermont Agricultural Collcge, 
opened at Burlington this week. For the 
purpose of showing to the general public 
what these schools are aiming to do, and 
the course taken to carry on the work, and 
not for the purpose of advertising Vermont 
schools, we give the principal features of 
the announcement as made by Prof. Cook, 
under whose direction the school is con- 
ducted. Such work as is here outlined 
brings the college down to business. The 
school is designed to give instruction in the 
science and art of butter-making, the 
handling of various kinds of dairy appar- 
atus, the care and handling of milk, the 
testing of milk, detection of adul 
and the examination of butter of different 
mates and qualities. 

The school will be under the immediate 
charge of Mr. H. B. Gurler of DeKalb, Ill., 
one of the ablest factory operators in the 
country. 

The new dairy house at the University 
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turbine, Russian steam separator, Alexan- 
dria separator, U.S. butter extractor and 
the Baby separator. To these are added 
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testimony is by no means so decided. ‘This | 


cream, how to detect skimming or water- 
ing, and to the testing of their skim milk 
and buttermilk to see how good work they 
are doing. A laboratory for this purpose 
is provided, fully equipped with chemicals, 
and apparatus for milk testing, with eight 
testing machines. 

Lectures will be given on the general 
care of milk, its production, and the best 
methods of handling it on the farm and at 
the creamery. 

Two parts of the general problem of 
creamery work will be given special prom- 
inence during this session. 

First—The structure of the separator, the 
principles of its action, sources of trouble 
and how to overcome them, in fact, the 
whole make-up and operation of the sep- 
arator, so that the pupil can run them under 
all circumstances, know when they are 
running right, and if wrong, what is 
wrong and how to fix it. 

Second—The problem of the losses that 
occur in butter making, especially the 
josses known as mechanical, that are 
usually overlooked by butter makers, and 
which have an important bearing on the 
net profit of the creamery. The relation of 
the different kinds of separators to these 
losses will be carefuliy noted.

No entrance examination will be held, 
and no definite standard of scholarship re- 
quired for admission. In fact, what a per- 
son knows or does not know of book 
knowledge is a secondary matter in this 
course. The purpose is not to give a gen- 
eral education, but to furnish technical and 
practical instruction in the single subject of 
the handling and manufacture of dairy 
products. 


Destroying Weeds, 


Having started out with the assumption 
that practically weeds can aud shuuid be de- 
stroyed, | now take up some of the general 
principles that should be borne in mind by 
those engaged in the work. ‘There are very 
many modes of destroying weeds, some of 
which are costly, out of all proportion. It 
shou!d be the object therefore to seek out 
and adopt modes which will cost the least 
and which will at the same time be com- 
pletely effective. Economy of labor in weed 
destruction is quite as important as economy 
of labor in growing wheat, and the exercise 
ot intelligence in the one is no less import- 
ant than the exercise of the same in the 
other. The following include some of the 
general principles to be borne in mind where 
weeds are to be destroyed. 

1. Their habits of growth are to be studied. 
Phat classification that divides weeds into 
annuals, bienvials, perenrials and creeping 
perennials will be sufficiently minute for 
this purpose. Annuals complete the cycle 
of their existence in a single year. Of 
these, ragweed is an example. Perennials 
live forseveral years. The simple peren- 
oials, of which the ox-eye daisy furnishes 
a type, propagate by means of the seed. 
Creeping perennials, of which the Canada 
thistle furnishes an excellent type, propa- 
gate by means of the seed and also by 
means Of the root. Annuals and biennials 
propagate only by means of the seed. 

Now it must be as clear as noonday to the 
reflective mind that any process that will 
wholly prevent annuals and biennials from 
going to seed must prove effective, some- 
time, in destroying them. The object might 
be attained in two years were it not for the 
wonderful powers of yitality which the 
seeds of some weeds possess. Some of 
these have been furnished by nature with a 
defensive armor which enables them to so 
defy the influences of weather that they 
can sleep securely below the surface of the 
earth for a generation, and then waken in- 
to vigorous life when brought in contact 
with the influences of heat and moisture. 
It has been said of wild mustard that its 
seed will retain its powers of vitality for 
fifty years. I do not know if this be true. 
German experimenters may tell us some 
day, but I doubt if experimenters in young 
America or young Canada would have the 
patience for such an experiment. Because 
of the long lease of iife given to some of 
those seeds it may take many years of 
watcbfulness to get the last plant of the 
race on any individual farm, but sooner or 
later that time would arrive. 

If annuals and biennials therefore are to 
be destroyed they must be prevented from 
going to seed. Any process of destroying 
them that accomplishes this would at length 
be successful. Mowing would be sufficient 
were it not for the fact that with several 
varieties of weeds fresh stalks are soon 
thrown up which produce seed very near 
the surface of the ground. Ragweed fur- 
nishes an«xample from the annuals, and 
the burdock from the biennials. The ef- 
forts, therefore, to destroy these two class- 
es of weeds by means of cutting alone will 
not succeed. Some form of cultivation 
must be allied with the cutting process, 
and the precise form of this will depend on 
several conditions, as will be shown more 
fully at the proper plave in dealing with in- 
dividual weeds. But it is imperative that 
none of them be allowed to go to seed, 
otherwise success cannot be attained. Of 
course partial destruction is better than 
none, but complete destruction will prove 
cheaper in the end and in every way more 
satisfactory. 

Both annuals and biennials are more easi- 
ly destroyedin the early stages of their 
growth, but this cannot always be effected. 
Biennials cut below the crown must die, 
and when this is done by any hand process

Familiar Applications of Physics. 
BY PROF. JAMES 8. STEVENS. 
No. 10—Superstition. 

In the nine articles which have preceded 
this one, I have endeavored to put in plain 
language some of the modern theories con- 
cerning various departments of physics. 
In closing the series, | have thought to de- 
vote an article to a subject as far removed 
from the domain of true science as can well 
be conceived. 

Travelers tell us that the natives of the 
New Hebrides believe that if they can get 
possession of the property of an enemy, 
they can inflict pain upon him by cutting, 
burning, or in any way mutilat it. In 
Kamtchatka they throw nerves and sinews 
into the fire so that the corresponding or- 
gaus of their enemies may suffer. Many 
tribes bold it as an ili omen to thrust a4 
knife into the fire, or in any way to strike 
the flames. The aversion to having their 
pictures taken is shared by many savage 
people, the idea being that injury to the 
picture affects themselves. 

This list might be extended indefinitely, 
and each illustration of savage superstition 
would cause us to exclaim: “How de- 
graded they must be!” I have often won- 
dered what thirteen hungry Tasmanians 
would say should they be told that they 
must not sit dowa together at a table, lest 
one of them should die within a year. Or 
with what lofty scorn would a Feejean turn 
bis back upon a proposal to desist from 4a 
hunting expedition on Friday for fear of ill- 
luck. it is only another illustration of the 
fact that ‘‘one-half the world doesn’t know 
how the other half lives.” 

Mudern (I was about to write civilized 
superstitions, as opposed to savage, but the 
wora will not do) superstitions may be di- 
vided into two ciasses: Those which are 
connected with some noted nistorical event ; 
and those which have arisen trom more 
trivial events. ‘The two already mentioned 
illustrate the first class. Of the second 
class, superstitions such as that connected 
with seeing the moon over the left shoulder, 
curing warts with charms, finding water 
with a bazel-fork and hanging horseshoes 
over a door, are examples. ‘I'o explain the 
origin of these superstitions is not a difficult 
task. ‘To explain why itis that otherwise 
intelligent people in this age should pui 
contidence in them will not be attempted in 
this article. The origin of most supersti- 
tions is based upon a common logical fal- 
lacy—*‘insufficient enumeration of  in- 
stances.” Without doubt, it has happened 
that some one has died within a year after 
sitting down with twelve others ata table 
Certain unfavorable endings bave probably 
followed enterprises begun on Friday. But 
that they are merely accidental is abup- 
dantly proved by the Thirteen Club of New 
York City, who eat their meals together 
daily, and who have recently voted Colum- 
bus a member of their ciub, because he set 
sail on Friday, and landed first on Friday, 
the thirteenth day of the month. 

One is apt to remember the striking and 
forget the commonplace. A woman may 
once have dropped her dishcloth and re- 
ceived company soon after, but the ninety 
and nine times in which that event was not 
followed by company, are speedily forgot- 
ten. Soitis with all other superstitions 
In order to prove, for example, that seeing 
the moon over the left shoulder presaged 
bad fortune, one would be obliged to show 
that this was always the case in the experi- 
ence of every man. Since this is manifest- 
ly impossible, it must always remain a mere 
whim. 

A very curious superstition is that relat- 
ing to the curing of warts. Some old 
woman touches the wart on your hand, 
mutters some gibberish, and behold! the 
warts have ali vanished. Now, warts are 
strange freaks of nature. ‘hey come a@hd 
go without any assignable cause. There- 
fore, it happens that in one case out of ten 
they may disappear after having been 
“charmed away.” One never hears any- 
thing about the cases in which they do not. 
To the same class of superstitions as the 
wart cure belong many of the stories which 
are told concerning faith cures, Christian 
science healing and the like. Ofevery ten 
patients treated by faith cure remedies, it is 
safe to assume that in the nature of the 
case one will recover, (through entirely 
natural means, however.) This goes from 
one end of the country to the other as a re- 
markabie case, while the remainder who 
are not thus cured are never brought into 
public notice. 

Arguments are the least effective weapons 
which may be brought to bear upon a su- 
perstitious person. If they succeeded in 
convincing him against his will he would 
still be of the same opinion. There are, 
bowever, certain phases of the question 
which every one should consider, before al- 
lowing himself to become the victim of a 
superstition. In the first place, they gaina 
power over the mind of the possessor which 
is terribly despotic. Many of the conven- 
jences and pleasures of life must be sacri- 
ficed, and often an entire community is 
bampered in its growth and prosperity by a 
foolish whim. Greater than these negative 
evils is the actual dwarfing of the mind 
which invariably accompanies them. There 
is no work in which one may be engaged, 
which is not hindered by the presence of 
superstitions. They give to the business 
man false notions of economic principles; 
they teach him that his success does not de- 
pend upon his honest endeavors, but upon 
the horseshoe which he hangs over his 
door. The superstitious physician reverts 
to charms and quackeries of all sorts, and 
the teachings of the materia medica give 
place to practices which can only be re- 
garded as criminal. A clergyman who is 
superstitious, may be ever so gifted and 
earnest in his work, but his influence upou 
the spiritual and intellectual life of his par- 
ish must be extremely questionable, to say 
the least. 

In the scientific world, the mental status 
of a man can be determined quite accurately 
along this very line. That fyndal!, Helm- 
holtz, or Huxley are superstitious, is un- 
thinkable. They simply couldao’t be if they 
wanted f. On the other hand, one could 
judge of the scientific attainments of Henry 
Ward Beecher by this one saying, as well 
as they could from his works on evolution: 
“For my part, I confess that 1 would rather 
see the new moon over my right shoulder.” 

It is passing strange that one who pro- 
fesses to be guided by the principles of the 
Christian religion can be a victim of super- 
stition. Imagine a man who on Friday 
morning commits himself into God's hands 
for the day, and then positively refuses to 
engage in any new enterprise for fear of ill- 
luck. Or one who says the Lord’s prayer, 
and then refuses to sit at a table where 
there are thirteen. Either he must believe 
one of two things—that chance and not God 
directs this world; or that the Almighty is 
constantly on the lookout for tables of thir- 
teen, in order that he may cause the 
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buck wheat that blighted badly are an aver- 
age yield.

Dairy work, thanks to the care of both 
Dominion and Provincial Governments, is 
making a marked advance. In the spring 
of °93, we hope to announce the starting 0: 
several new cheese and butter factories. 
Tbree men have been traveling through the 
Province, during part of the summer, under 
the auspices of the Provincial Government, 
placing before the people the inducements 
that good dairy farming offers, the advan- 
tage of co-operative dairy work, the grow- 
ing of cheap fodders, and endeavoring to 
establish, wherever possible, local dairy- 
men’s associations. To these the govern- 
ment offer a small annual grant to aid them 
in their work and encourage them to send 
delegates to the Farmers’ and Dairymen’s 
Associations’ annual meeting. 

We have been fortunate in having with 
us again this year, as an instructor in cheese 
making, Mr. John Robertson, Jr., for the last 
fifteen years an instructor in Ontario. He 
has been busy among the cheese fac- 
tories helping our makers to put up an ar- 
ticle that will suit the English, as well as 
the home market. One result of his labors 
is that a lot of cheese manufactured at one 
of the factories of C. L. Tilley & Son, 
Waterville, Carleton county, and sent to a 
leading English exhibition, took second 
prize and the silver medal, in competition 
with the cheese of all couctries outside of 
Great Britain. 

Two traveling dairies, illustrating the 
best points of home butter making, have 
been working through the Province, under 
the joint control of Professor Robertson 
and Mr. Julius L. Inches, our Secretary for 
Agriculture. Our farmers, though pro- 
verbiailly slow to move, are in several 
localities responding to this work, and we 
all share in the hope and firm resolve of 
making this province one of the best dairy 
countries in the world. 

The Experimental Dairy Station at 
Kingsclear has had a successful season, and 
the butter made there is in active demand. 
About eleven tons are being held in cold 
storage for shipment to England, and 
farmers all over the Province are awaiting 
the report of the returns got by the Kings- 
clear farmers from the summer’s opera- 
tions. The factory will be run through the 
winter by an employé of the company that 
owns the building, as the Dairy Com- 
missioner considers the supply of cream too 
small to warrant the expense necessary to 
carry on his work. 

The Provincial Exhibition at Fredericton, 
held by the local Agricultural Society 
there, without any Government aid, was a 
decided success all round. The show of 
horses was by long odds the finest eve~ got 
together in New Brunswick. The exhibits 
in the other classes, though not large, were 
of high quality. A great improvement 
over last year was noticeable in the butter 
and cheese classes, and a Massachusetts 
gentleman who was present remarked op 
the very favorable comparison it bore to 
exhibits in his own State. One novel 
feature of the exhibition was the working 
dairy, where a De Laval hand separator and 
achurn were in operation. Butter made 
there was on the table to be sampled and 
bought by visitors. 

On the walls round this department were 
arranged samples of fodder corns grown in 
different parts of the Province, and near by 
Mr. Abram Alward, one of the Government 
Dairy instructors, had a model of a silo 
filled with cut corn ensilage. 

The department was an object of much 
interest to all the visitors snd reflects credit 
on the Secretary for Agriculture, Mr. 
Hart, the manager of the experimental 
dairy station, and Mr. John Robertson, the 
instructor in cheese waking, who arranged 
for itand said that it was eflectually con- 
ducted. 

Altogether lam glad to report that our 
people are generally cheerful in the present 
and looking forward with confidence to the 
future of the country and especially the 
development of its agricultural resources,

For the Maine Farmer. 
Way Behind. 


In many things, if not in lots of things, 
the good old State of Maineis way behind 
some of her sister States, so that sometimes 
I think we would do better to remove from 
our escutcheon that proud, vaunting word 
“Dirigo,” and substitute one more humble, 
one for instance that would mean I follow, 
or Jag behind. Now don’t get indignant, 
and challenge me to name at once the many 
things in which Maine is way behind, for 
it would occupy too much space here, and 
require too much time. I wi'l name only 
one thing, the lack of enterprise and capi- 
tal to manufacture a suitable package for 
the transportation of apples to our own and 
foreign markets. 
is not fit, and the new barrels made here in 
the State of Maine are worse still. Some 
of the flour barrels made in the West, with 
strong, flat hoops, would answer first rate, 
before any flour was put into them. In 
Michigan, and some other Western States, 
they make a barrel on purpose for apples 
fully equal to the beet flour barrels. The 
Canadian apple barre! is also nearly perfect, 
being made of hard wood and strongly 
hooped. Why is not the common flour 
barrel a good article? I willtell you. The 
majority of them have been knocked about 
too much; the hoops have become strained 
and cracked; the heads were knocked in 
carelessly, and have become mismated or 
ap uncertain quantity; and then they all 
require washing and too much fixing, and 
to crown all, when every precaution has 
been taken to make them sure they are 
still unreliable. 1 said the new barrel as 
made here was worse still. Why? Be- 
cause the wood of which they are made is 
soft and inferior, not sufficiently seasoned 
and fired; consequently the staves do not 
come together very tightly, and the boope 
are frequently too thin and brashy. 

I know whereof I speak. We sent our 
apples last winter to Liverpool in both 
kinds of barrels and although we received 





than we could have got on this side, yet | 
was convinced had we had suitable pack- 
ages our returns would have been on two 
car lots $100, better still.

The science of horse _— has de- 
veloped special horses for special work, 
and no one breed or class can fill the re- 
quirements of the market demands for 
araft horses, coachers, drivers, saddle 
horses and racing or sporting horses. Men 
who in years past have made a dollar 
breeding and deality in the general purpose 
horse, and who stil, cling to the old idea, 
have been left high and dry. In the breed- 
ing of to-day they have no place, and in 
that of to-morrow they will be back num- 
bers. The general purpose horse will sell 
for less per pound than good ox beef. 
simply because, in the rapid increase of 
numbers, there has been a change in de- 
mand so that the special purpose animal is 
called for. On the road one cannot wait 
to hear how good the old mare is on the 
low, and when seated behind the draft 
orse it detracts rather than increases 
value to talk of a light, trappy action or 
We have come to a time 
when for highest value there must be 
special merit, and this can only come when 
the energies of breeding are directed ina 
special, single line. Exceptions there are 


stated. Ithas been this seeking for speed 
alone which has reduced the numbers of 
the ideal gents’ drivers, and when these are 
sought for as earnestly as speed bas been 
there must be a letting go of the extremes, 
because a horse cannot excel in every par- 
ticular any more than a man.

Drouth and mountain fires are causing 
general alarm through the eastern part ot 
Pennsylvania. In the Lebanon and Schuyl- 
kill valleys there is an actual water famine, 
and in the country districts hundreds of 
wells are dried up in every township, and 
farmers have so go a great distance for 
water. Fields that were plowed and sown 
a month ago are baked hard. 

It looks as though the mackerel were 
coming back. The largest run of mackerel 
at Provincetown, Mass., for years took 
place Monday night. Every net in Cape 
Cod bay made hauls, and it is estimated that 
75,000 large and medium fish were taken. 
Many nets sank with the weight of the fish. 
Large quantities are being salted, one man 
taking 12,000 fish, and others in proportion. 

A dastardly attempt to injure Governor 
McKinley was made at Hurricane, a station 
midway between Charleston and Hunting- 
ton, West Virginia, Thursday night. ‘The 
train was just pulling out of the station 
when a huge rock crushed through the 
window of the private car next to the Gov- 
ernor. Fortunately it did not hurt anyone. 
Five other stones were thrown. The 
scoundrel who didthe work could not be 
found in the darkness. 

At about one o'clock Monday morning 
fire broke out in the outbuildings of 
Adolphe Pare, in the village of Ste. Anne 
de Beaupre, P. Q. In a few minutes the 
fire, fanned by the heavy wind, had gained 
considerable headway. No fire apparatus 
was around except two lengths of hose be- 
lenging to the famous little church of Ste. 
Anne de Beaupre, which so many tourists 
have visited. ‘he people started to save 
the furnitere and other movable things. 
The church hose was coupled to a cistern 
situated on the top of a neighboring hill. 
This was only child’s play in checking the 
flames, which had their own way until 19 
buildings were burned. . 

The Shamokin express on the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Railroad, due in Phila- 
delphia at 9.30 A. M., coilided with a train 
of empty coal cars a short distance north 
of the West Manayunk tunnel, about eight 
miles north of Philadelphia, a few minutes 
past nine o’clock Monday morning. Seven 
persons were killed outright and 19 injured, 
none of whom will probably die. A num- 
ber of other persons, only slightly burt, 
proceeded to Philadelphia without having 
their injuries attended to. Cars were 
smashed into kindling, and the engines 
turned into old iron. ‘be coal train seems 
to have disobeyed orders, and this sacrifice 
of life and limb is all because somebody 
blundered. 

The legal fight over the millions left by 
Daniel B. Fayerweather is about to be re- 
sumed, and there is no telling when it will 
be finished.

Fall Plowing and Manuring.

Of necessity this 
is the most driving season of the whole 
year for the enterprising farmer who par-

- Farmers, asa rule, do not have 
enough of their land under the plow. 
More corn and grain is needed to go with 
the hay. Those “old fields,” producing 
buts few hundred pounds of hay to the 
acre, amount to nothing as 
be plowed up, \
